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One member of the Delegation* Senator Allott, did not take part in the 
foregoing activities. He had had wart line service in the Province of Palawan 
where he had become a close friend of Governor ABORDO idle is now a member of 
Goagress and Senator Allett had, on the outward trip, indicated a desire to 
fly to Palawan to eee Congressman Abordo* Congressman Abordo was in Manila, 
however, and arrangements were made for him to moot the Senator on his arrival 
from Bangkok on the 23rd o The 13 th Air Fbrce made a plane available and 
Senator and Mrs* Allott and Congressman and Mrs* Abordo were flown to Palawan 
early Saturday morning where they spent the ant ire day* It is the Embassy 8 a 
opinion that this type of trip is very worthwhile and Senator and Mrs® Allott 
seemed to be highly pleased with the arrangement* 

On the evening of the 24 fch, Mr* SEUWL, Director of ICA, gave a dimer for 
the entire Delegation at bis apartment where he exhibited some short motion 
picture reels giving some idea of the IGA program in ths Philippines® 

The entire Delegation had been invited to attend the ball given by the 
Kahirup that evening and a few attended but moat were by that time thoroughly 
tired and were anxious to get ae much rest as possible* 

The party left for Hong Kong Mi schedule the next morning and all seemed 
to be highly pleased and quite vocal, in appreciation of the treatment they had 
received while in Manila, 

Senator Frear, Congressman Jones and Congressman Poage did not return to 
Manila with the party on the return from Bangkok*. 

The Embassy has ths following comments and suggestions regarding this 
type of trips 

lo It is suggested that in a party of this size the assignment of 
individual escort officers to member* of a delegation is a desirable 
procedure* The Embassy officers who undertook this duty seemed to enjoy it 
even though no official funds were available to reimburse them fbr such 
expenses they might incur* 

2c One thing that should b* impressed on all Washington escort officsrs 
for such groups is the importance of advising the posts at which they expect 
to call of the full names and Identity of everyone in the party* It is 
important that this information be transmitted as far ahead of time as it Is 
possible to do so* In addition to the incident of Colonel Jones, there was 
a sllp-up in transmitting the list of people who were to return from Bangkok 
to Manila* Congressman Keating's name was omitted from this list and the 
Embassy did not know until he got off the plane that he was in the party* 

In addition, the Embassy was informed that a Mrs* Crawford, who was later 
identified as the sister-in-law of Congressman Tails, would be in the party 
but she did not arrive with the Delegatien* This sort of thing creates 
complications with respect to invitations for such things as the Kahirup Ball 
which was mentioned above where invitations had bean prepared in advance. 
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causes sum compl ic at in the matter of hotel, reservations end, in this 
ease* some embarrassment at Melaeaneng Palace * The Palace had bee© supplied 
id.fch the names of all the expected visitors and presents had been prepared 
for everyone whose name was on the list* Such things are not of major 
importance* of course* but they cm result in hurt feelings and considerable 
confusion on eccasion and every effort should be made by escort officers 
accompanying such parties to inform the pest exactly who is in the party and 
give some idea of who the people are* 

in summary* however g ths Embassy was well pleased with this visits Tte 
call on President M&gsaysay was* from the standpoint of public relations* 
excellent as he made a very favorable impression ©n this groups
